Interest On Rail Loans Cut As Means Of Re-Employment 
ONE DEAD AND 
THREE SHOT IN 
PEORIA BATTLE 


Russell Hughes, Suspected Associate of Col- 


lege Bred Boss of $500,000 Kidnaping 
Gang, Killed and Two Detectives and By- 
stander Wounded in Barber Shop Fray. 


PEORIA, 111., Nov. 13 — 


(AP) — Russell Hughes, 35, 
was shot to death and two de- 
tectives a n d a bystander 
wounded in a furious gun bat- 
tle today when the police 
tried to question him as a 
suspected associate of "Hand- 
some Jack" Klutas, the col- 
lege bred boss of a $500,000 
kidnaping band. 


Alfred Jenkins, standing nearby 


when Hughes opened fire on the 
detectives as they accosted him in 
the doorway of a barber shop, was 
shot in the abdomen and critically 
wounded. The bullet probably came 
from Hughes' pistol. 


Detective Fred Montgomery, who 
had recognized Hughes despite the 
false mustache he wad wearing, 
jumped from his squad car to ar- 
rest the hoodlum only to walk into 
a two gun blaze of fire from the 
retreating suspect. His companion, 
Detective Robert Moran, fell with 
a bullet in his groin. His condition 
is serious. 


Gunman Falls Dead. 


Montgomery, despite a less seri- 


ous bullet wound of his own, con- 
tinued firing into the barber shop 
at 
Hughes until 
the 
gunman 


dropped dead. 


The police asserted that Hughes 
was a companion of Ned Hill, Rock 
Island gangster, in a bank robbery 
when Hill was killed. They sus- 
pected, too, that he was intimate 
with Klutas and other members of 
a kidnaping syndicate /whose ran- 
som collections from wealthy Chi- 
cago and Peoria gamblers and other 
victims have added up to a half 
million dollars. 
Three alleged members of the- 
Klutas gang; including Gale Swol- 
ley of Peoria, are under arrest in 
Chicago. The other two are Julian 
(Babe) Jones of St. Charles, 111., and 
Frank Souder of Benton, 111. 
Hackett Twice Kidnaped. 


Souder has been charged with 


twice kidnaping James Hackett, 
gambler of Blue Island. HI., a Chi- 
cago suburb, once for $75,000 and a 
second time for a lesser amount. 
Swolley and Jones are expected to 
be named in the same case. 


A nationwide hunt has been start- 


ed for Klutas. Assistant State's At- 
torney Mai Coghlan described the 
gang as "a well educated, polished 
bunch of young collegians."

Issued November 1—two days be- 


fore Russia protested to Tokyo 
against the alleged flight of Japa- 
nese army planes over soviet ter- 
ritory—the manifesto emphasized 
Russia's desire for peace.

it added, Japan will lay

"immeasurable 
catastrophe" if her imperialists put 
their policies into effect.

They were snatched away yester- 
day by an hysterical mob of 2,000 
women who rushed a receiving 
vault. 
A short time earlier ten persons 
were injured when an automobile 
that accompanied the funeral pro- 
cession 
from 
Broadway collided 
with another car. No one was seri- 
ously hurt but five, show girl 
friends of Miss Guinan, suffered 
cuts that required hospital treat- 
ment. 


A Broadway funeral parlor was 
jammed with stage folk, writers, 
press agents and others for the ser- 
vices yesterday. Many went when 
Heywood Broun, columnW, faced 
them and said with tears in his 
eyes: 


"We who loved Tex so much will 
keep her memory in our hearts and 
minds—and that will be a part of 
her immortality." 


No sooner had Miss Guinan been 
laid to rest in the hillside vault 
than women by the hundreds 
jumped out of hurriedly parked 
cars. Stumbling, losing their hats 
in the rush, they swept aside a 
dozen policemen and jammed into 
the vault. Then they ran out, 
clutching sprays of orchids, chry- 
santhemums and roses.

Towner. a former Johns Hopkins 
student, then fell to the ground at 
the ramp entrance, so the theory 
runs, and lay there until some one 
noticed his condition and picked 
him up, apparently to take him to 
the university infirmary 500 yards 
distant. 


Officials believe the person who 
was taking Towner to the infirmary 
discovered the youth was dead when 
half the distance was covered and, 
panic stricken, abandoned the body 
on the campus in the rear of Ooyot 
nail, where It was found by watch- 
men later Saturday night.

MARTIN LUTHER 
WORK EXTOLLED 


2,200 Hear Address On 


Reformation Leader 
By Rev. Hoffman. 


In a special service commemor- 


ating the 450th anniversary of the 
birth of Martin Luther, Rev. Carl 
J. Hoffman of Minneapolis. Minn, 
paid tribute to the founder ol the 
Reformation as being "the man 
who opened the way to the riches 
of religious and political liberty in 
his heroic crusade 400 years ago " 
An audience of more than 2,200 
attended the ceremonies in St. Paul 
M. E. church Sunday afternoon. 


"Martin Luther was one of the 
nobles of the ages," Rev. Hoffman 
said. "He was the greatest figure 
in religion since the apostles." 


Rev. 
Hoffman continued by de- 
cjaring that "we are not only com- 
memorating the birth and name of 
Dr. Luther but we are memorializ- 
ing his life work which signalized 
a reformation of the teachings of 
exalted grace and mercy of God 
Luther was a man of destiny—he 
was God's instrument equipped lor 
the work of his life "' 


"The striking thing about the 
break between Luther 
and 
the 
church," Rev. Hoffman declared, 
"is that when he nailed those 95 
theses to the chancel door at Wit- 
tenberg his idea was not to take is- 
sue against the church but merely 
to provoke discussion. He was im- 
mediately asked to repent, which he 
could not do, since he felt that he 
had done no wrong. He was forced 
I believe, by the divine will of God 
to break with hie1 church" 
"Luther was the first to lecture 
in the German language in his own 
country," Rev. Hoffman said in ex- 
plaining 
the 
achievements of 
Luther. "He learned the language 
of the old and the new testaments 
and gave a translation the sacred 
pages which had theretofore been 
closed to the common man " 
"Luther was a great man," he 


said in closing, "a man that did 
much for the world. The world 
owes Luther a debt—a debt that 
can never be paid." 
Rev. Hoffman is now pastor of 
the Trinity Lutheran church of 
Minneapolis, having formerly been 
professor of church history in Con- 
cordia Lutheran Theological semi- 
nary at Springfield, 111.

F. C. will make loans upon proper 
security through the mortgage loan 
company to enable the purchase of 
materials for manufacture, to pay 
for labor, to assist merchants com-

the civil admmiouatrve system. He 
sponsored a series of bills to abol- 
ish or consolidate certain depart- 
ments and offices which failed of 
enactment at the time, but saw the 
fulfillment of some of these de- 
mands later on during the Weaver 
and Bryan administrations. 


Mr. Byrum served as delegate 


from Franklin county in the con- 
stitutional convention of 1920 and 
helped to formulate a number of 
the amendments voted upon by the 
people and adopted in that year. 
He was affiliated with the pro- 


gresive wing of the 
republican 
party, but was never known as a 
radical or extremist, and possessed 
a judicial temperament.

When the new board is selected 


through

as- the present board of the land 
bank. 


The new board of seven 
di- 


rectors will contain one from the 
Farm Loan associations, one from 
the Production Credit association, 
one from the Co-operative Mar- 
keting associations. Two will rep- 
resent the public, one will repre- 
sent the borrowers and the sev- 
enth will be named by the farm 
credit 
governor 
without 
restric- 


tions.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR HELL 


RAISING. 


A 


IT DEB MOINE3 Saturday, Secretary Wallace of 
the department of agriculture in his first ad- 


dress delivered before corn belt people said the farm 
holiday movement provided an opportunity for hell 
raising. 


There is too much truth in the statement for com- 


fort or peace of mind. There are,-we believe, many 
sincere and misguided people engaged in the holiday 
demonstration. 
Also, there are numbers of young 


men participating who look upon the whole pro- 
ceeding much in the spirit of a lark and an adven- 
ture. Were it not for the serious consequences to 
the farm population, the whole movement, insofar 
as it has recruited strength from those desiring to 
participate merely for the fun of the thing, it could 
be dismissed and' forgotten. 


There Is, however, a time for hell raising and a 


time for peaceful, conciliatory, and helpful methods. 
The nation has been made aware of the farmer's 
plight. It understands that among the causes of na- 
tional collapse foremost and fundamental was a mis- 
taken policy toward agriculture, embracing discrimi- 
nation and exploitation in favor of industrial groups. 
The intelligent banker, the intelligent manufacturer, 
the intelligent business man, and the intelligent 
worker of the industrial east understand that now, 
and those who do not are hopeless. But all-of this 
seething unrest which farm holiday agitators seek to 
stir up, the lawlessness and the violence accompany- 
ing it, the disposition to thumb noses at constitution- 
al liberties and property rights have a disturbing 
effect upon farming and the farmer. The fanner, 
not unlike any other business man, needs credit lor 
his operations. He can't get it when people are du- 
bious as to whether he is a good risk. He needs mar- 
kets most urgently for his commodities, and they are 
restricted and destroyed when conditions which ex- 
cite apprehension and fear are created. The coun- 
try today needs a rest that its wounds may be re- 
healed and not reopened. 


There has been no chance for normal living since 


1929. 
People have hesitated to plan far in advance. 


They have adopted the idea of living from hand to 
mouth. And that is 'not a normal or a civilized way 
of living, for instinctively all of us. until the disaster, 
sought to plan ahead for months and years to plan 
to buy & home or a farm, to add to savings, to ac- 
quire necessities and comforts. It hasn't been dis- 
cussed a great deal, but people unconsciously quit 
planning. They did not say to themselves they would 
reroof or paint the house in the spring, that they 
would buy new furnishings, or that they would pur- 
chase certain clothes they desired. They simply quit 
planning. When the old habits of looking forward 
and of projecting definitely a certain program are 
resumed, business will mend rapidly, values will 
climb, unemployment will diminish 
greatly, 
and 


America will be on the mend certainly. 


Curiously, when human beings should be tempted 


into hell raising, they are apathetic and indifferent. 
The time to have raised hell was in the years be- 
tween 1920 and 1929, when all of the folly was tak- 
ing place. Any one who attempted to apply the 
brakes then made himself an object of pity and dis- 
like. But if the same groups now so intent upon a 
holiday for the farmer tfed been active in the years 
that were filled with corruption in business and in 
injustice in national policy, much of the suffering 
and misery that has taken place could have been 
averted. 


Now isnt the time to be prolonging the effect* of 


a serious illness. There should be an opportunity tor 
healing. Now isn't the time to expect unreasonable 
action, te anticipate that having been as sick as we 
were that everything would be all right tomorrow or 
the followicg week. It takes time and the thought- 
ful person should reflect that farm prices represent 
a distinct improvement over what they were seven 
months ago. In the single Nebraska county—Otoe— 
checks were mailed out to 331 fanners from Wash- 
ington Saturday, aggregating $23,759 for participa- 
tion on the part of those farmers in the wheat acre- 
age deduction program. This state will benefit to 
the extent of many millions from the one crop. It 
will receive more than 37 millions from the corn- 
hog reduction program. And the city people, the 
consumers, will pay for it through processing taxes. 
They should be glad to pay for it. for in the restora- 
tion of farm purchasing power their salvation is in- 
wired. Under the circumstances, it isn't the time for 
hen raising. 


on numerous public works projects undertaken with 
federal aid and otherwise. So long as mild weather 
continues, the effect* 
will manifest themselves In 


multiplied jobs for many of those who have hereto- 
fore been Idle, 


The national government'* deficit is much less 


than it was a year ago, notwithstanding the great- 
er burdens thrown upon the treasury by the various 
large expenditures for relief, aid to agriculture, pub- 
lic works, and the like. It is expected that early in 
December the president will officially proclaim an 
end to some of the special taxes which were put into 
effect under the emergency legislation of last June, 
and thereafter the government will depend on liquor 
tax revenue instead. 


Elimination of these taxes should afford a further 


stimulus to manufacturing and 
commercial lines 


which have hitherto borne them. 


Of great benefit to American manufacturers and 


exporters has been the effect of the president's gold 
purchasing policy, which is equivalent to limited and 
controlled expansion of the currency. The cheapen- 
ing of the dollar makes it easier for them to sell then- 
goods abroad in competition with products of other 
countries. 


At the same time, the prices of cereals, cotton, and 


other farm commodities are showing a rising tend- 
ency, and that is what chiefly concerns everybody in 
the interior region of the United States. If prices 
of these things continue on the upgrade, merchants 
will be sure to feel the beneficial results in heavier 
buying by agricultural consumers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13— <fP) — 


The administration, 
asserting the 


goal of getting "hundreds of thou- 
sands" more to work in the nex 
few weeks, invited state highwa> 
commissions today to list at leas 
six projects in each of the 3,000 
counties in the country on which 
road maintenance expenditures of 
not more than $5,000 each can be 
made promptly. 


If fully realized, this would mean

causing other damage, less serious 
here than in many other places dur- 
ing an all-day Sunday

Monday with a new season low mer- 
cury reading here of 21 degrees 
This was 4 degrees colder than any 
previous time this fall. 
Gales which swept the entire mid- 
west Sunday and filled the sky with 
dust to a fog-like density did their 
greatest harm here with their un- 
welcome spread of the dust on house 
furnishings. 
A few windows were 


broken in business buildings by the 
force of the wind, which reached a 
maximum velocity of 43 miles an 
hour In Lincoln. A telephone pole 
snaked here and there, the Lincoln 
Telephone Co. reporting that a pre- 
liminary survey of Its lines disclosed 
at least forty were down. 


Norfolk Hard Hit. 


Norfolk reported the most severe 


damage in Nebraska. Buildings were 
partly unroofed, chimneys 
blown 


down, power and telephone wires 
severed, and trees blown down, ac- 
cording to an Associated Press dis- 
patch. 
Throughout the state, the 
dust darkened the sky Sunday aft- 
ernoon to an extent which slowed 
traffic on highways and city streets. 
No loss of life was reported in Ne- 
braska.

On the Wymore division, 
maximum readings Sunday were 52 
degrees with a minimum Monday 
of 26 degrees.

Man Who Killed Two At 


Preston Says Trouble 


Long Standing. 


FALLS CITY, Neb., Nov. 13—(AP) 
County Attorney J. H. Falloon 
is preparing to file a charge of first 
degree murder against Sam Mar- 
tin, 78-year-old trapper farmer, who 
said the slaying of two members of 
the J. T. Margrave family and the 
wounding of two others was the re- 
suit 61 trouble which started 28 
years ago. 


Falloon questioned Martin late 
yesterday, and drew from him a de- 
tailed story of the gun battle at the 
Margarve home at Preston Satur- 
day noon in which J. T. Margrave, 
52, and his son, William, 26, were 
shot and killed and another son, 
Stuart, 22, and Mrs. Margrave were 
wounded. 


Stuart still lay unconscious in a 
Falls City hospital late yesterday, 
suffering from wounds in the head, 
hands and back. Mrs. Margrave is 
under the care of a physician, but 
her condition is not critical. Fal- 
loon interviewed Mrs. Margrave, 
and took her version of the affray, 
also. 


Martin told Falloon of trouble 
with Margrave in 1905 over wages 
due him, and said the immediate 
:ause of the gun battle was his ac- 
:ion in cutting Margarve's fence in 
order to drive back home some of 
Mtartin's hogs. Mrs. Margrave told 
Falloon her husband and Martin 
jot into trouble over Martin cursing 
her the day before.

Long 
vacant houses are all occupied and 
some newcomers unable to find 
other quarters, are living tempor- 
arily in tents.

HARD PROBLEM 


Traffic Engineer Marsh 
Says Must Be Greater 


Space Turnover. 


Increasing the turnover of park- 


ing space is the paramount prob- 
lem in connection with the hand- 
ling of automobile traffic, accord- 
ing to Burton W. Marsh, director 
of safety and traffic engineer for 
the American Automobile associa- 
tion, who conferred Monday with 
members of the city council. "In- 
creasing the turnover must be con- 
sidered carefully," he added, "at- 
tention being given particularly to 
not making the time limit too 
short. When this happens the traf- 
fic problem remains just as seri- 
ous as under present conditions. 
According to Mr. Marsh 
the 


worst traffic problems is that 5 to 
7 per cent of the automobiles of a 
city monopolize at least a third of 
the paricing space. For the most 
part the owners of business places, 
clerks, and office folks are the 
greatest offenders, he said.
